THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Merrimack, in the County 
of Hillsborough, in said State, qualified to vote in Town 
Affairs: 


ais: | 


You are hereby notified to meet at Town House, in said 
Merrimack, on Tuesday, the thirteenth day of March next, 
at nine of the clock in, the forenoon, to act upon the follow- 
ing subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year en- 
suing, and one Selectman, one Trustee of the Trust Funds, 
and one Library Trustee for three years, and a Budget Com- 
mittee of three members. 


2. To bring in your ballots upon the question as to 
whether the amendment proposed by the Convention to re- — 
vise the Constitution shall be approved. 


3. ‘To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray Town charges for the ensuing year, and make appro- 
priation of the same. 


4. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
or appropriate for the repair of highways and bridges. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to raise or appropriate the 
amount of money necessary to secure State Aid for the perma- 
nent improvement of highways or take any action relating 
thereto. 
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6. ‘To see if the Town will vote to raise or appropriate the 
amount of money necessary to secure State Aid for the main- 
tenance of the State highway or take any action relating 
thereto. 


7. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
for the Town Library. 


8. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
for Memorial Day. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to allow a discount on the 
early payment of taxes and make appropriation of the same. 


10. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the tax re- 
ceived by the Town on the Gage Fund from the savings banks 
for the year ending January 31, 1922, and add the same to 
the income of said fund. 


11. To see if the Town will vote to raise or appropriate 
the amount of money necessary to pay the interest on the 
Town Notes and Trust Funds used by the Town. 


12. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the Selectmen 
to hire money in anticipation of taxes or take any action 
relating thereto. 7 


13. To see if the Town will vote to paint and shingle or 
slate the Town Hall and raise or appropriate money for the 
same. 


14. To see if the Town will vote to build a sidewalk from 
Thornton Inn to the Elementary School at Reed’s Ferry and 
raise and appropriate money for the same. 


15. To see if the Town will vote to build a road across the 
land of George E. Parker to the shore of Baboosic Lake or 
take any action relating thereto. 


16. To see if the Town will vote to build a permanent 
bridge and raise and appropriate money for the same. 

‘To see if the Town will vote to instruct the Selectmen 
to sell the New Hampshire Reports or take any action relat- 
ing thereto.

Fewer book were bought last year than for many years 
—as explained in last year’s report of the librarian—and be- 
cause of that fact and the steady demand for “new books,” 
more were added this year than usual. 

Attention was also called to the need of more money for 
the repairing of the books, many of which have been, with- 
drawn from circulation, until they can be repaired,—and 
some, for which there is a constant demand, have been dis- 
carded and replaced by new copies. 

The rebinding and repairing of the books has been ante 
for years by the librarian, at about one-third of the cost 
involved by sending them away to a bindery. 

The library is badly in need of up-to-date reference books. 
The Dictionary and Encyclopedia (Brittanica) were pub- 
lished before the library was established, and, at the time of 
their purchase, were the best to be obtained for the use of a 
small library, but in thirty years, a large vocabulary has 
come in to existence and an immense amount of useful and 
valuable scientific and general knowledge has been acquired, 
which should be made available to every boy and girl in the 
smallest town. 

Our library is good, as far as it goes, but if it is to be 
the help to the schools, and the general public, that every 
public library should be, it should be kept up to date as 
far as possible. 


Through the forethought of Mr. Thomas Caulfield, and 
the generosity of the McElwain Co., the library was equipped 
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some months ago with electric lights, thus saving the town 
a part of its lighting expense, and adding much to the com- 
fort of the patrons of the library and its librarian. 

For all gifts, and expressions’ of appreciation, grate- 
ful acknowledgement is here made.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


Lo the School Board of Merrimack and the Trustees of 
McGaw Institute: 


GREETING: 


I have the honor to submit herewith my fourth annual 
report as superintendent of your schools, and to this I have 
attached reports from Headmaster Hall and from the 
domestic arts teacher, Miss Huckins. 


TEACHERS. 


Of the twelve teachers in your employ last year, five are 
now occupying the same positions. Seven new teachers 
were employed for the schools at their opening in Septem- 
ber, on January 8 one more was engaged to fill the position 
of a teacher who had resigned, and one former teacher was 
re-engaged to fill a vacancy incident to the reopening of 
No. 2. Of the eight new teachers now employed, one is a 
college graduate, two are normal school graduates, and the 
other five have had either some training or experience or 
both. Such a large change in your teaching force each year 
is hazardous and is inimical ta the welfare of the schools. 
You were quite fortunate in the selection of your teachers 
this year, but the factor of chance as well as judgment must 
inevitably enter when you engage each year such a large 
percent of new teachers. 

The teacher is the one predominating factor in determin- 
ing the excellence of a school. Although it is true that a 
poorly lighted or heated room may be a menace to the health 
of the pupils, and the lack of equipment may be a handicap 
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to the work of any teacher, it is equally true that a properly 
planned, heated, and ,equipped room, as important as all 
these matters are, is of no avail in securing results when 
presided over by an incompetent teacher. The excellent 
teacher has never been and never will be paid what her ser- 
vices are worth to the community. No community is rich 
enough to pay her in full. The poor teacher is always over- 
paid whatever her salary may be. It should be the policy 
of every school district to retain its best teachers by en- 
couragement in every way, whether it be by criticism, pleas- 
ant living conditions, or social recognition. These matters, 
I find, cause as many teachers to look for new positions as 
does the wish for an increase in salary. 


McGaw Instrrute. 


At the school meeting last March the citizens of Merri- 
mack voted to continue their support of McGaw Institute, 
and they showed! by their words and their votes that they 
were willing to tax themselves sufficiently to provide ade- 
quate funds for the maintaining of a good school. The 
plant has been made much better by repairs and new equip- 
ment. ‘The lighting, heating, and water supply are much 
improved, a flush toilet installed, new floors laid, the walls 
and ceilings have been repaired or renewed, fresh paint has 
been freely used, and new desks and chairs have been fur- 
nished. A convenient tenement for the headmaster has been 
fitted up in the East end of the building and a new toilet and 
bath put in. It seems to me that a very creditable showing 
has been made from the funds voted for the purpose. 

The trustees secured Mr. Fred W. Hall for headmaster 
and retained Mr. Sandberg and Miss Huckings. From my in- 
spection of the school I pronounce the work done there since 
last September as very good. There is excellent co-opera- 
tion. among the teaching force and the spirit of the school 
is excellent. There has not been lodged with me this year 
a single complaint, and I have heard many words of com- 
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mendation for the school from people both in and out of 
the town. If the school can maintain its present standing, it 
will, without doubt, attract pupils from other towns. I feel 
that the trustees have been both faithful and eminently suc- 
cessful in their stewardship. 


In GENERAL. 


It has seemed to me that the public has been rather more 
critical this present year than usual, though I am confident 
that the schools are as a whole doing more creditable work 
than at any time during the past four years. Such complaints 
as have come to me I have found to be almost groundless, 
while conditions which might have called for adverse criti- 
cism have been overlooked. 

Although it is contrary to my custom to especially com- 
mend any teacher or school, I wish to call your attention to 
the work being done in your No. 12 school, It is a pleasure 
to anyone, whether visitor or inspector, to look into the 
faces of the children of this school and observe the ‘happy, 
contented, joyous spirit of the boys and girls. The room is 
always orderly, clean, and attractive, and the children busy. 
The results are such as would be expected under these cir- 
cumstances. The continuous service of a conscientious 
trained teacher is invaluable to the community.

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REPORT OF HEADMASTER OF McGAW 
INSTITUTE. 


February 1, 1923. 


‘ To the Superintendent, Trustees of McGaw Normal In- 
stitute, and Crtrzens of the Town of Merrimack: 


At the beginning of the school year 1922-1923 I was 
secured by the Superintendent and board of Trustees to 
fill the position of Headmaster and teach Mathematics, 
Science and Economics at McGaw Normal Institute. 

It was very pleasing to me to learn that Miss Beulah 
M. Huckins was returning for her second year as teacher 
of Domestic Arts and History and that Mr. Allan A. 
Sandberg was returning for his fourth year as teacher 
of English, Latin and French. 

From observation and experience I believe that an in- 
stitution like McGaw can only advance as long as a large 
percentage of its teachers return from year to year. 

Both of the assistants are hard workers and sincere in 
their desire to see McGaw advance to that position which 
it should hold among the secondary schools of New Hamp- 
~ shire, and from them I have received the closest co-opera- 
tion in administering the affairs of the institution. 

The money appropriated by the town for the improve- 
ment of the school building was well spent and we now 
have a main assembly room which complies with the re- 
quirements of the State Board of Education as affected by 
heat, ight and’ ventilation and which is a credit to the 
town. ota 

The comments of Mr. Morrison, Deputy Commissioner 
of Education, on his visit to McGaw in October were most 
favorable as concerns the building, equipment and quali- 
fications of the teaching staff. 

In addition to the repairs on the schoolrooms, the Trus- 
tees also repaired and made a very comfortable home for 
the Headmaster in the east wing of the school building. 
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They also installed an electric pump, which has proved 
very satisfactory. 

The courses of study this year are being conducted 
strictly in accordance with the State requirements, fol- 
lowing the curriculum drawn up by the Board of Trustees 
and approved by the Commissioner of Education.

McGaw has very little equipment for athletics, but I 
have encouraged the boys and girls to play basketball, foot- 
ball and volley ball as much as our equipment and con- 
ditions would warrant. 

To my mind, oratorical and social training are of great 
value to a school and to individual: students in prepar- 
ing them for their life’s work. 

In November we held a Prize Speaking Contest, which 
was participated in by nine students. The money for the 
prizes was generously contributed by the Board of Trust- 
ees. It is planned to hold another Prize Speaking Con- 
‘test as part of our Commencement week program in June. 

We held two social dances and a Hallowe’en party, 
which were well attended. I wish to thank the parents 
for attending these functions and materially aiding in 
their success, and wish to urge them to attend future 
functions. 

At the present time we are enrolled in the New Hamp- 
shire Interscholastic Debating League. This league is 
made up of twenty-four of the High Schools and Acad- 
emies of the State. - The question for debate this year is a 
timely one—‘‘Resolved, That the Massachusetts 48-hour 
law is desirable for New Hampshire.” 

We have a team supporting each side of the question 
and each of these teams is to debate with teams from 
Manchester High School, Pinkerton Academy and Weare 
‘ High School. 

The students this year have taken a real interest in 
their work and they have co-operated very faithfully with 
the teachers in making the school work, both in and out 
of the classroom, a success. . 
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I sincerely wish that more of the parents would visit 
our classes and inspect the work which is being conducted.

To the Superintendent, Trustees of McGaw Normal Insti- 
tute and the Citizens of Merrimack: | 
February 1, 1928. 


During Thanksgiving vacation our Domestic Arts rooms 
were painted and papered. Now we have clean, cheerful 
rooms to work in which is a great improvement over last 
year. | 

In the fall the cooking class canned about thirty quarts 
of fruits and vegetables for their parents. Since November 
the commuters have received a warm dish every noon, and 
this will be continued until warm weather. Four candy sales 
have been held, the money from them spent in beautifying 
the rooms. Twelve lunches are to be served during the 
year, seven of which have already been served. 

In the sewing class each girl has made her personal equip- 
ment for cooking, consisting of an apron, cap and holders; 
besides these things they have made, a sewing bag, sewing 
apron, pillow slips, guest towels and under clothes. During 
the spring term they will make outer garments. ; 

The course in nursing and Physiology takes up the study 
of the body, invalid cookery, care of the sick room and first 
aid. This course prepares the home maker to meet the 
emergencies which are likely to arise in the home; to care 
for the sick and convalescent members of the family when 
a professional nurse is unnecessary or unprocurable. The 
girls are taught the importance of private health and public 
health, which means clean surroundings, wholesome food, 
pure air and water. 
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The Household Organization and Management course 
which is taken by the Seniors involves planning the house, 
getting it organized and in shape to run and the manage- 
ment which deals with actually running the home after it is 
organized,
